After nine months of 1919 had lacn 
taken up with the 
trial, conviction, 
and sentence of Collins, an appeal for 
a new trial was taken before the Su­ 
preme Court 
during its 
sitting at 
Pittsburgh on October first. 
Twenty 
two days 
later the Supreme 
Court 
handed down a decision stating that 
the sentence against Collins had not 
been imposed in accordance with the 
latest act on criminal procedure and 
that the prisoner would have to be 
re-sentenced. 
In accordance with that order Col­ 
lins was marched from his cell in the 
jail to the court house and re-sen­ 
tenced to die in the electric chair in 
accordance with the prescribe*! act. 
The new sentence was then sent to 
the Supreme Court to be affirmed and 
attorneys concerned in the case ex­ 
pected that the next decision would 
either state that Collins vias entitled 
to a new trial or that the opinion of 
the Adams county court had been up­ 
held absolutely and that he would have 
to die on the day signified by the gov­ 
ernor of the Commonwealth. 
The exact status of adams will not 
lie decided for a day or two until the 
Adams county court learns definitely 
of the intention of the ordi • of the 
Supreme Court.
